“COMMISSIONER HOWARD.” 
As soon as Colonel W illiam Peart, 
chief secretary and second 
in com­ 
mand to Miss Booth, read the mes­ 
sage, he w ent to a safe in his office 
on the fourth floor and took there­ 
from a sealed envelope 
which 
had 
been entrusted to Miss Booth and to 
bim a t the international headquarters 
when they visited London on business 
last spring. 
Sent Throughout W orld 
They were admonished at the time 
not to break the seal until word had 
been received after General W illiam 
Booth’s death th at his successor had 
been named. It Is 
understood 
that 
sim ilar documents were sent to all 
other Salvation headquarters through­ 
out the world. 
The document set forth th at “not 
by reason of his relationship to the 
Drat general, nor the fact th at he is 
the eldest son of his sainted mother, 
but for him self we placed him in h it 
fath er’s seat of honor and responsi­ 
bility."

Meanwhile Customers Are to 


be Served From Auxili­ 


ary Supply House 


L 0 8 ANGELES, Aug. 22 —W ork on 
the reconstruction of tho fire-destroy­ 
ed plant of the Los Angeles Packing 
Company at Thirty-eighth and Santa 
Fe avenue, will begin as soon aa the 
insurance is adjusted, it 
was

nounced yesterday. 
Custom ers will be served from an 
auxiliary supply house 
until 
other 
provision is made. 
The lire, which began early yester­ 
day morning, did damage estim ated at 
$300,000, destroying a large building 
and wings and several corrals. The 
flames, it is believed, originated in the 
fertilising 
room 
from 
spontaneous 
combustion. 
O. M. Patterson, president, said Just 
as soon as possible the debris would 
be cleared away and work of building 
a larger plant begun. M anager C arr 
said there would be no interruption 
in the transaction of business.

Hose like, who has prepared plans for 
the improvement of Newport Hay In­ 
to a commodious deep-water harbor, 
in- which he made some very im port­ 
ant suggestions as to the course the 
city of Santa Ana should pursue in or­ 
der to get the greatest benefits from 
the harbor.

Los Angeles, Cal., Aug. 14, 1912. 
The 
Honorable 
Chamber of 
Com­ 
merce, Santa Ana. Cal. 
G entlem en:—When preparing 
the 
plans of im provem ent for 
Newport 
Bay which I have subm itted to your 
honorable body. I concluded that it 
was im portant to prepare 
another 
plan showing or rather 
suggesting, 
municipal im provem ents 
which 
the 
City of Santa 
Ana 
should 
adopt. 
These if carried out. 
will 
greatly 
benefit your city, making it a great 
commercial port, having 15,000 linear 
feet of deep w ater frontage. The San 
Francisco w ater front has only 25,000 
feet. 
As I have stated before, commod­ 
ious dockage on deep w ater is the de­ 
term ining characteristic of a 
great 
commercial port. 
Substantial wharves 
of 
sufficient 
area for the reception and assorting 
of m erchandise and its prompt tran s­ 
fer to railroads with adjacent ware 
house facilities are the ultim ate de­ 
mands of a great commerce. 
There are not many harbors on the 
Pacific Coast. 
Few of them can of­ 
fer to 
commerce 
the 
advantages 
which it is possible to create at this 
pdrt. 
Not being controlled by any rail­ 
road corporation, now is the chance to 
develop the port. 
It is a well known 
fact th at the Southern Pacific Com­ 
pany has acquired about all of the 
w ater frontage available a t the dif­ 
ferent ports on this coast. 
If these plans are adopted the City 
of Santa Ana will have absolute con­ 
trol of this harbor and will be able to 
offer and provide railroad 
term inal 
facilities to a num ber of transconti­ 
nental railroads. 
It offers perfect safety to shipping. 
being a land-locked harbor and be­ 
ing practically free from long per­ 
iods of heavy fog. 
Not having a bar, 
nor strong currents to contend with, 
a vessel will not bo delayed while en­ 
tering or leaving port, which is a m at­ 
ter of im portance as most ports on 
(his coast are subject to these condi­ 
tions and vessels 
are 
often 
bar- 
bound for days at a time. 
We have the advantage of 
being 


able to construct solid piers, which 
cannot be done in all harbors on ac­ 
count of the displacement of the tide 
water because the immense tidal area 
of Newport Bay would overcome any 
objection to their construction. 
These solid piers are planned to 
be 3ho feet wide, between which are 
slips 300 feet wide, and having many 
advantages, over the ordinary wharves 
which are expensive to construct and 
m aintain on account of the torredo 
destroying the piling and the constant 
wear of the plank decking. 
Only a 
limited am ount of freight 
can 
be 
placed on them a t a time, but in the 
case of solid piers, 
modem 
ware­ 
houses can be built on 
the 
w ater 
frontage In which a ship’s whole car 
go can be placed aw aiting the arrival 
of the ship. 
As the piers are faced 
with a tressel for a double tracked 
road, a vessel can discharge and take 
on cargo a t the sam e time, greatly re­ 
ducing the tim e of a ship in port. 
This harbor having large areas of 
m arsh lands, offers great 
facilities 
for industrial purposes. 
By 
raising 
these lands from six to nine feet above 
high w ater, with the m aterial dredged 
from the channels, industrial 
prop­ 
erty will be created having its own 
w ater frontage and railroad facilities 
with fuel oil and electric power which 
will a ttra c t m anufacturers and will 
become a great industrial center. 
The cost of construction of solid 
piers, to the city will be small if they 
own and operate their own dredger, 
as these m arshes m ust be raised and 
channels widened and deepened uni­ 
formly. and the m aterial deposffed 
on the m arshes. 
The owners of this 
marsh land can well afford to pay 
from 6 to IO cents per cubic yard for 
this m aterial because e? the increase 
in the value of their land.
